As  Movie  Critic 

This  may  or  may  not  be  the  death 
song  of  the  Crltilog.  Please,  no 
cheering  while  I'm  talking.  The 
fact  is  that  the  author  of  this 
column  is  at  Inst  retiring  from  the 
ranks  of  the  student  body,  aud,  as 
yet,  no  one  has  stepped  forward  lo 
take  up  the  pen  of  tho  critic.  The 
question  Is,  why? 

Criticism  is  a common  disease, 
often  found  among  those  who  can- 
not understand  and  have  no  desire 
to  learn  to  understand.  Bui  those 
who  criticize  for  constructive  pur- 
poses, in  hope  that  the  amateur  who 
falls  short  of  professional  quality 
will  Improve,  that  the  Immoral  and 
the  Illogical  In  literature  will  bow 
to  the  literate  and  the  artist,  then 
these  few  are  doing  a good  work  by 
their  criticism. 

Every  reader,  theatregoer  or 
eimply  sensitive  person  should  be 
critical  of  the  things  foisted  upon 
him.  He  should  ask  questions,  probe 
the  problems,  and  find  the  answers 
for  himself.  He  should  have  a set 
of  ‘‘likes”  and  "dislikes''  and  a set 
of  arguments  for  these  likes  and 
dislikes.  Those  arguments  should 
be  based  on  a fundamental  knowl- 
edge of  the  topic  and  tho  problems 
surrounding  every  situation.  But 
if  you  can  look  at  a motion  picture, 
or  a play,  and  say,  ‘T  don’t  like 
this,  because  the  acting  Is  stilted 
and  unnatural"  or  "the  direction  Is 
obviously  artificial  and  trite"  or 
"the  story  is  essentially  bad."  It 
you  can  say  this  and  prove  your 
points,  then,  friend,  you  are  a 
critic;  and  your  self  questioning 
will  make  you  a hotter  citizen. 

So.  from  the  oldo  critique,  fare- 
well.

A Significant  Change 

The  Latwr  Govcrnmenl  has  been 
voted  out  of  power  In  AuBlralla. 
It  is  perhaps  too  soon  to  comment 
on  the  advisability  of  this  slgnlfl- 
ciint  political  change.
